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EpIST. of St. PAUL to the Galatians, 
cChap. iii. and ver. 14. 


That the Bleſſing of Abraham might come on 
the Gentiles through Teſus Chriſt, that we 
might receive the promiſe. of the & Spirit through 
Faith. 


E reaſoning of St. Paul in 

—W this chapter is intended to 

ſet before his converts in 

Galatia, the diſtinction be- 

tween the covenant of pro- 

miſe, and the covenant of 
the law of Moſes. 

It is oppoſed to the national prejudice of 
the Jews, who ſhut their eyes againſt this diſ- 
tinction, and corrupted the purity of the 
Chriſtian faith, by their claim of excluſive 
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advantages till ariſing from the obſervance of 
the Moſaical law, and belonging eſpecially to 
them as the natural deſcendants of Abraham. 

With this view the proper and peculiar ob- 
ject of the goſpel diſpenſation, as founded on 
the covenant of promiſe, is fully explained by 
the apoſtle, and the great and fundamental 
doctrine eſtabliſhed, that the bleſſing of Abra- 
ham is come upon the Gentiles through Jeſus 
Chriſt; that the promiſe of the ſpirit is ge- 
neral ; that they which are of the faith, the 
ſame are the children of Abraham ; and that in 
all nations whereſoever the glad tidings of the 
goſpel are preached, the juſt ſhall live by 
faith. 

Accordingly we may obſerve, that the na- 
ture and end of the religion of Chriſt, the 
ſpirit of its doctrines, the perfect ſyſtem of 
its morality, the prophetic delineation of its 
intended progreſs, now and continually ad- 
vancing, all conſpire to prove the univerſality 
of the goſpel covenant ; all conſpire to intereſt 
the mind of every true philoſopher, of every 
devout and pious Chriſtian, in the one great 
purpoſe of extending the knowledge of this 
religion to the remoteſt corners of the earth ; 
all conſpire to render it a wiſe and worthy

object of man's attention, to bear each his par- 
ticular part, in promoting. the vaſt and com- 
prehenſive deſign, whereby all nations of the 
world may ſee the ſalvation of God; all peo- 
ple of the earth may be gathered before him, 
as one flock under one ſhepherd ; and the whole 
heavenly purpoſe in our redemption, may be 
made perfect, and ſtand compleated for ever. 
The hiſtory of man, conſidered as to the 
various circumſtances of his condition, dur- 
ing the courſe of God's diſpenſations towards 
him, affords ample proof that all moral and 
and literary improvement, the unfolding and 
ſpreading of ſcience, throughout different ages, 


and in different countries, are all conducted by 


the hand of Providence; and made inſtrumen- 
tal in this one great deſign. If philoſophers 
have truly obſerved that their progreſs is weſt- 


ward, the heavenly guidance gave them that 


direction. But whether the obſervation be juſt 


or not, it is certain that the diſcovery of the 
new weſtern world, is to be conſidered as a 


material and important ſtep in the purpoſe of 


God, to bring all nations of the earth to bleſs 
him; as a new and indiſputable proof that the 


God of Abraham is yet mindful of his pro- 
miſe; © I will multiply thy ſeed as the ſtars 
of 
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of Heaven, and as the ſand which is upon the 
ſea ſhore.” | 
Arts, ſcience, and true religion, were ſtrangers 
in that country at the time of its diſcovery, 
It is foreign to this place, to treat of their in- 
troduction there; but it comes within our 
purpoſe to fay, that we of this country have 
been the choſen inſtruments of God, to en- 
large the number of his worſhippers, by ſend- 
ing over Chriſtian, Proteſtant inhabitants into 
the northern parts of that continent. Man 
circumſtances conſpire to prove that the whole 
is the work of providential arrangement. God 
did great things amongſt us, about the period 
of time when this diſcovery was made; ſuch 
things as eſpecially favoured the holy commiſ- 


ſion, which he had put into our hands. The 


art of printing was made known to us not long 
before; the revival of learning in Europe, and 
eſpecially in England, followed ſoon after; but 
above all the reformation of our national church 
happily preceeded our ſettlements in that coun- 
try ; otherwiſe the whole might have been left 
to the ſpiritual bondage of a popiſh eſtabliſh. 
ment; ſuch as hath ever ſince prevailed in the 
ſouthern parts of that country. It is unpleaſ- 
ing, and I think unneceſſary to recount the 
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troubles of the laſt century in England, which 
contributed largely to this end; but it is ap- 
poſite to our purpoſe to remark, that they were 

ſuch, under the allowance and permiſſion of 
God, as led to an emigration as to a natural 
conſequence; forwarding thereby the courſe of 
his religious diſpenſations. 

We therefore ſtand as the apoſtles and evan- 
geliſts to a great part of that continent; a com- 
miſſion which it becomes us to execute with 
the moſt conſcientious care. If England is the 
civil parent of her colonies, ſhe is their in- 
ſtructreſs in religion alſo ; and it becomes her 
to offer to them all the benefits, which we of 
this country receive, from the profeſſion of our 
religion under the pure and primitive form 
eſtabliſhed in England; a form derived not from 
the favor of princes, or from the temporal 
views of prieſts; but founded in the wiſdom 
and piety of the apoſtles, who in their paſ- 
toral appointments bore teſtimony during the 
firſt age of the church, to that neceſſity of 
orders and eſtabliſhments in religion, which 
reaſon, hiftory, and experience have ſince con- 
firmed ; which neceſſity hath recommended re- 
ligious eſtabliſhments to the care of legiſlature; 
and which neceſſity, under the bleſſing and 
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favor of God, hath been the cauſe of that happy 


and well-cemented union, which we of this 


realm enjoy, between a mild and tolerant, yet 
an orderly Church, and a free and well con- 
ducted Government. 

In regard to the purpoſes of the preſen tin- 
ſtitution, the maintenance of miniſters natu- 
rally offers itſelf, as the firſt and neceſſary ſtep 
to religious inſtruction, without which all 
others would be fruitleſs. Poor and induſ- 
trious. ſettlers are by their condition unable 3 
Indians and unconverted nations are by nature 
diſinclined to ſupport them. Diligent and la- 
borious miſſionaries are therefore employed, 
to ſet forth the great truths of the goſpel, in 
the different parts of the world, which have 
come under the care of this Society ; and the 
happy fruits of their patient labours are proved, 


by the annual accounts which we receive of _ 


their ſeveral congregations. ss 


The obje& therefore of our great founder 
King William, in granting his charter to this 
corporation, was worthy of the character, 
which he held amongſt us. He came as the 
friend to civil and religious liberty ; between 
the real and imaginary grounds of which, he 
knew well how to diſtinguiſh, He knew, that 
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as law and government are the ſecurity of the 
civil rights of mankind, againſt the uſurpa- 
tions of vanity, intereſt, and ambition; ſo 
eſtabliſhments in religion are the ſecurity of 
the rights of conſcience ; which are otherwiſe 
without defence againſt the variety of their 
enemies, unprincipled atheiſm, wild enthu- 
ſiaſm, blind fanaticiſm and ſuperſtition : than 
each of which, the church of Rome itſelf 


hath not deviſed more binding ſhackles on the 


liberty of the mind, 

A pious regard to primitive Chriſtianity, and 
a generous wiſh for the religious peace of his 
ſubjects abroad, diſpoſed him to ſet before their 
choice, the fruits of that eſtabliſhment, under 


- which this country had long proſpered ; and 


it was but reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that the ſe- 
curity juſt given to religious freedom by the 
toleration act here, would enſure to this libe- 
ral attempt a fair and candid tryal. He ac- 
cordingly gave his ſanction to this Society, to 
receive and diſpoſe of the contributions which 
ſhould be made, for the' maintenance of a 
learned and orthodox clergy, whereſoever our 
fellow ſubjects were diſperſed in plantations, 
factories, and colonies beyond the ſeas. Many 


eminent perſons in church and ſtate preſided 
B over 
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over the charitable deſign, whoſe zeal and ala- 
crity hath been continued by their ſucceſſors. 
The public worſhip of God hath been eſta- 
bliſhed ; his holy word and facraments have 
been adminiſtered ; and congregational prayers 
have been offered up, according to the liturgy 
of the church of England, in a conſiderable 
number of our foreign ſettlements. 

It will be matter of joy to every good Chriſ- 
tian to learn, that this good work hath proſ- 


pered, and ſtill continues to proſper, in ſeveral 


infant churches. Congregations of poor and 
induſtrious Chriſtians have been ſupplied with 
miniſters, and diligent endeavours have been 
uſed for the converſion of unbelievers. I flat- 
ter myſelf likewiſe with the pleaſing hope that 
as God till favors the ſpirit of enterpriſe by 
which our navy is diſtinguiſhed, with new and 
diſtant diſcoveries by ſea, He hath further 
deſigns upon the endeavours of this Society, 
and will extend his religious diſpenſations 
through our means. 

It is much to be lamented indeed, that on 
the continent of America, unfortunate civil 
diſputes have raiſed difficulties in the way of 
our endeavours ; ſuch as the ſpiritual nature of 
our commiſſion, the mild and peaceful con- 

duct 
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duct of our teachers, with the charitable end 
of our deſign, afforded us no reaſon to expect. 
But it is not the part of Chriſtian miniſters, 
or of a Chriſtian congregation to complain. 
I ſhall paſs by the ſufferings of both on this 
occaſion, but I muſt in the ſpirit of charity 
lament the unhappy deluſion of the people 
themſelves; whoſe religious apprehenſions have 
been raiſed by their political leaders for poli- 
tical purpoſes ; who have been led to fear, 
where no fear was, to ſuſpe& the miniſters of 
their peace as the inſtruments of oppreſſion ; 
and to ſeek their fancied deliverance, where 
leaſt of all it could be found, in the violence 
of religious conteſt. 

It is an unpleaſing reflection for the friends 
to liberty of conſcience in America, that the 
innovators in that country have opened the 
ſcene of their action, by the expulſion of 
miniſters, and the diſturbance of a congrega- 
tion, which hath manifeſted that moderation 
and love of peace, which ever marked the 
church of England. No civil charge, no com- 
plaint of a religious nature was urged againſt 
her miniſters; they had no original concern 
in the queſtions which were moved; and in 
* to their worſhip, they laid claim to no 
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further eſtabliſhment, than merely that of 


ſubſiſting among their orderly congregations, 
and performing the 8 offices belonging 
to their charge. 
| How then ſhall we account for the ſeverities 
which they endured, unleſs we ſuppoſe that 
their principles, and not their conduct have 
expoſed them to theſe evils ? 

But if it is the offence of the church of 
England, that ſhe hath been the antient friend 
and companion of the conſtitution of England, 
ſurely it is a work of charity, an a& of mer- 


ciful kindneſs done to this unfortunate people, 


who know ſo little the nature of that which 
they reject, if I take occaſion to tell them, 
how much their judgements have been blinded 
by their prejudices; and in regard to their own 


happineſs, how lamentably they have been de- 


ceived in the object of their averſion. For it 


is certain that, in reſpect both to the civil and 


ſpiritual liberties of the people in England, 


her union with the ſtate hath been moſt happy. 
It is not an accidental ſuperiority gained in po- 
-litical ſtruggle, it is not the reſult of ſpecu- 
lative experiment, which hath united her with 


the civil eſtabliſhment. It is the knowledge 


; of her ſpirit and of her principles; it is the 


beneficial 
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beneficial effect of thoſe principles reciprocally 


communicated to, and received from the legi- 
ſlature, which have incorporated them more 
and more by degrees, and brought to its pre- 
ſent maturity that ſyſtem of government in 
this country, which hitherto ſtands unequalled. 


If it hath been occaſionally charged to other 


ſects, that when uppermoſt in the conteſt for 
power, they have made uſe of their authority 
to perſecute and oppreſs; it is in England ex- 
perimentally proved that the contrary is to be 
affirmed of this church. It hath for many ages 
been ſupported by the legiſlature, and cheriſhed 
as the national church ; yet no miſapplication 
of her influence affecting the liberty or the 
conſcience of any man, is imputed to her 
charge. She hath never been the cauſe of civil 
miſchief at home or abroad; and theſe are diſ- 
tinctions belonging to an eſtabliſhment founded 
in pure religion, whoſe views are ſpiritual, 
and whoſe policy is the exerciſe of ſcriptural 
wiſdom. 
It is her glory to have withſtood the bittereſt 
provocations; for after the perſecution car- 
ried on againſt her in the reign of popiſh 
- princes, and when it hath pleaſed God to re- 
ftore her authority under the fayor of their 
; ſucceſſors, 
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x ſucceſſors, no ſpirit of revenge or rancour is, 

1 to be found in the conduct of her governors, 5 
She hath reſumed her charge with peacefulneſs, 1 

and followed the line of her duty ; always re- 
membering the apoſtolical ſpirit, in which ſhe 
was founded; mindful always of that modera- 
tion, the good effects of which are ſo great and 
manifeſt on the happineſs of mankind, as ta 
entitle it to an high rank among the pureſt 
branches of religious wiſdom ; the ignorance 
of which is in fact the cauſe of all the miſ- 
chievous effects, which enthuſiaſm and fana- 
ticiſm have occaſioned ; and in all times of 
public trouble hath rendered the zealous in 
religion, dupes to the ambition of thoſe who 
are moved by intereſted principles, and worldly 
views. 

The beſt days of the people of England have 

been marked by the proſperity of this church; 

| and the æras of their hiſtory moſt ſtained by 

oppreſſion, by violent counſels, and by the 

| danger of their civil liberty, have always been 

| the times when this church hath been diſcoun- 

ö tenanced by the ruling powers in this country. 

N ] have choſen to dwell upon this ſubject, 

not merely becauſe the obſervations ſuggeſted 
themſelves, on conſidering the oppoſition which 


hath 
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hath been made to the endeavours of this So- 
ciety; but becauſe it is a matter of juſtice, as 
well as of kindneſs and charity due to our un- 
fortunate brethren under deluſion, to ſeize 
every occaſion of opening their eyes to the 
ſnares which are ſet before them, and to the 
danger which they incur; a reflection very 
likely to ariſe, if once they are induced to ob- 
ſerve the ſpirit and conduct of that church, 
which the leaders whom they follow will not 
even tolerate; if once they are brought to con- 
template fairly, and conſider, that this ſuſ- 
pected form of eſtabliſhment hath been tried, 
and fully proved the moſt favorable to civil and 
religious liberty; to good and legal govern- 
ment, with all the bleſſed effects which they 
produce on the happineſs of mankind. 

And having diſcharged this duty to our un- 
fortunate brethren, I truſt in the goodneſs of 
God, and in his fatherly protection of that 
people, that he will bring forward the happy 
hour when a diſpoſition to peace, and deſire of 
reconciliation may incline them to liſten to the 
voice of reaſon ; to think coolly, and examine 
impartially as well their civil as their ſpiritual 
intereſts ; remembering always in reſpe& to 
religion, that as it is their intereſt to chuſe 
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with wiſdom and judgement * themſelves, ſo 


it is their duty to diſcountenance every denial 
of the ſame reaſonable indulgence to others; 
and I doubt not, but as it hath been the happy 
effect of the ſeveral attacks on Chriſtianity it- 
ſelf, that its true principles have thereby be- 
come better underſtood and approved; ſo it 
may happen in regard to this church, which 
is founded in apoſtolical inſtitution ; and that 
as God will ſometimes make uſe even of the 


irregular actions of men, to compaſs his moſt 


excellent purpoſes ; ſo the very means em- 
ployed to deſtroy and to ſubvert it, may ſerve 
to illuſtrate the ſpirit in which it is formed ; 
and to recommend it even to its antient but 
miſtaken enemies, by compariſon of its effects 
with thoſe of their own ſyſtems ; by teaching 


them whereto thoſe principles may poſſibly 


lead, on which their ſeparation from us is 
grounded, of all which they have now had 
time and opportunity to judge ; and by ſetting 
forth its proper and peculiar merit, its fitneſs 
to promote the happineſs of mankind, both 
in this world and in the next. And I fay this 
the rather, becauſe I eſpecially truſt, that what- 
ever may be in the providence of God, re- 
ſpecting the future condition of that people, 

He 
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He will above all things deliver them from 
that fertile ſource of the moſt inveterate evils, 
the competition of aſpiring ſects in a new and 
unſettled government ; that he will endue 
them with wiſdom to diſcover, and candor to 
acknowledge the neceſſity of adopting ſome 
well-ordered eſtabliſhment in religion ; with- 
out attempting new and impracticable ſyſtems 
under new and delaſiye names and appearances : 
for although the fulleſt toleration of ſeas 
under every government, 1s a wiſe and Chriſ- 
tian precept; and the moſt liberal forbearance 
and indulgence is conſequently due from every 


eſtabliſhed church, yet the nature of things 


cannot be changed; hiſtory hath put it beyond 
a doubt, that an equality of ſets under one 
government, without any eſtabliſhed church 
at all, is a chimerical idea, and totally in- 
conſiſtent with religious order and peace. 


I ſhall now quit this unpleaſing ſubject, add- 


ing only my ſincere and hearty wiſh, that re- 


flection and experience may diſpoſe them to a 


wiſe and prudent choice; to ſhun the evils 


which threaten to involve them, and take re- 
fuge in the renewal of all thoſe legal powers 
under which this country hath hitherto proſ- 


pered ; and under which, they alſo, as a part 
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of it, have riſen to conſideration and wealth: 

that in reſpect to civil government, we may 

each of us henceforth acknowledge the excel- 1 
lence of this conſtitution; and in reſpect to } 
religion, with the mutual ſpirit of charity and 
love, we may take ſweet counſel together, and 
walk in the houſe of God as friends. 

Leet the pleaſing proſpect of this happy ſcene 
ſerve to unite our efforts, and animate our en- 
deavours in furthering all the good objects of 
this Society. The ends propoſed by your aſ- 
fiſtance are, the inſtruction of the ignorant, 
the conviction of unbelievers, the promotion 
of charity and love, and the encreaſe of the 
knowledge of Chriſt. The opportunity here 
given is the readieſt, and perhaps the only 
means whereby the generality of individuals 
may add to the more limited duties of ſocial 
life, theſe important articles of Chriſtian prac- 
tice; extending the influence of their zeal, 
and acting in the larger ſphere of their rela- 
tive obligations to mankind, We have many 
general promiſes in holy writ, the 54th chap- 
ter of Iſaiah abounds with ſpecial aſſurances 
to the Gentile church, that no weapon ſhall 
proſper that is lifted up againſt it ; that how- 
ever God may be provoked by our fins, to 
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hide his face for a moment, yet he will gather 
us in the end with mercy, and great will be 
the peace of his children. It were very un- 
becoming the diſciples of Chriſt to be inſen- 
ſible to this encouragement, which ſhould 
urge us the more earneſtly to purſue thoſe 
meaſures, which God hath pointed out to us 
by the example of his ſon; hath recommended 
to us by the practice of his apoſtles, and hath 
ever hitherto bleſſed with ſucceſs, even from 
that early age of Chriſtianity, the ſending 
forth miniſters duly qualified to teach man- 
kind the full extent of the covenant of his 
promiſe ; to proclaim in all quarters of the 
world, that this covenant will be fulfilled to 
every true believer: for that, in the ſeed of 
Abraham by faith, all nations of the earth ſhall 


be bleſſed.

ING Wilkam III. of Glorious Memory, 
K was graciouſly pleaſed, on the 16th of 
une, 1701, to erect and ſettle a Corpo- 
ration with a perpetual ſucceſſion, by the name of 
THE SOCIETY FOR THE PROPAGATION OF 
THE GoSPEL IN FoREIGN PARTS; for the 
receiuing, managing, and diſpoſing of the can- 
tributions of ſuch perſons as would be induced to 
extend their charity towards the Maintenance of 
a Learned and an Orthodox Clergy, and the 
making of ſuch other proviſion as might be neceſſary 
for the Propagation of the Goſpel in Foreign Parts, 
upon information, that in many of our Planta- 
tions, Colonies, and Factories beyond the ſeas, 
the provifion for Miniſters was mean, and many 


other of our ſaid Plantations, Colonies, and Fac- 


tories, were wholly unprovided of a maintenance 
for Miniſters, and the public Worſhip of God; 
and that, jor lack of ſupport and maintenance 


of

of ſuch, many of his loving ſubjefts wanted the 
adminiſtration of God's word and ſacraments, 
and ſeemed to be abandoned to Atheiſm and Infide- 
lity, and others of them to Popiſh ſuperſtition and 
idolatry. Bs 

The Society was compoſed, by the Charter, 
of the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the 
Church, and of ſeveral other Lords, and emi- 
nent perſons in the State, with a power to elect 
ſuch others to be Members of the Corporation, 
as they, or the major part of them, ſhould 
think beneficial to their charitable deſigns ; 
and they immediately applied themſelves with 
great zeal and alacrity to the good work; 
and after adjuſting preliminaries in the choice 
of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding orders and 
rules for their more regular proceeding, they 
ſubſcribed every one of them according to their 
ſeveral ranks and diſpoſitions, an annual ſum 
to be paid to their Treaſurer, for the general 
uſes of the Society ; and choſe new Members, 
and gave out deputations according to the 
powers in the Charter, to receive and collect 
the donations of all charitable and well-diſpoſed 
perſons towards this moſt pious deſign: And 
thro' an eſpecial bleſſing, this work of the Lord 
bath hitherto proſpered in their hands. Many 
more than one hundred and forty thouſand 
of our own people, infants and adults, and 
many thouſands of Indians and Negroes, have 
been inſtructed and baptized into the true. faith 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; and more than one 


hundred 
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hundred and ſixty thouſand volumes of bibl es and 
common prayer books, with other books of de-. 
votion and inſtruction, together with an innu 
merable quantity of pious ſmall tracts, have bee 
diſperſed in foreign parts; and there is now 
very hopeful and improving appearance of reli“ 


n

gion in the public worſhip of God, according 


to the liturgy of the Church of England, in a 
great number of churches in our plantations in 
America, by the means, and through the pro- 
curement, of this Corporation. 

The Charter directs the Society to give an 
annual account to the Lord High Chancellor, 
the Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench, and 
the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, of 
the ſeveral ſums of money by them received, 
and laid out, and of the management and diſ- 
poſition of the revenues of the Corporation : 
This is punctually done, and the Society annual- 
ly make public an Abſtract of them and their 
proceedings. Therefore the Society now return 
their moſt hearty thanks for the particular be- 
nefactions which were received in the year 1777,

Newfoundland. 


Two letters only have been received from 
Newfoundland in the courſe of the year. 

The Rev. Mr. Langman, Miſſionary at St. 
John's Town, in a letter dated December 16, 
1777, informs the Society, that he had been 
diſabled from doing his duty for ſix weeks, 
but was then upon the recovery. The ſtate 
of his miſſion is much the ſame, as when he 
wrote laſt. The following is his notitia for 
1777: near 160 families, Engliſh and Iriſh, 
Number of ſouls about 1160, beſides the garri- 
ſon. Since November 1770, the baptiſms have 
been 62, burials 40, marriages 19, communi- 
cants about 24. 

A letter from the Rev, Mr. Balfour, Miſſio- 
nary at Harbor Grace, repreſents his ſucceſs 
in his miſſion as ſuperior to his expectation, 
conſidering the diſpoſition of the people, who 
are one half of them addicted to deiſm and 
licentiouſneſs, and the other to enthuſiaſm. 
He hath been fix times round the bay in the 
courſe of the ſummer, and brought the peo-

fugees, from being rigid Diſſenters, were be- 1 
come regular communicants. | 
Altho' many letters have been written to 
him by the Secretary within that time, he 
complains in his ſecond letter, that not a fingle 
one had reached him for four years. And in 
his laſt of September 19, 1777, he writes that 
the Secretary's letter of October 1776, did 
not come to his hands till the 31ſt of the fol- 

lowing July. 
He thinks the change of miſſion between 
Mr. Bennett and Mr. Ellis is for the beſt, and 
acquaints the Society that the reaſons, upon 
which he grounds that opinion, will ſoon be 
laid before them by Mr. Bennett in perſon. 
| | Dr.

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Dr. Breynton adds, that he receives conſider- 
able aſſiſtance in his duty from Dr. Byles, and 
alſo from Mr. Bennett, when at Halifax. His 
notitia is as follows - Births 215. Burials 3 50. 
Marriages 70. Communicants 150. Inha- 
bitants on an average 5000. 

One letter from Mr. Wood, Miſſionary at 
Annapolis Royal and Granville, contains an 
account of his age and infirmities ; which do 
not prevent him indeed from diſcharging his 
duty on the ſpot, but will not ſuffer him to 
viſit Granville, the inhabitants of which place 
however come to him for the purpoſe of mar- 
rying, and for the adminiſtration of baptiſm. 

A letter from Mr. Bennett, dated Halifax 
3 December 27, 1776, informs the Society, that 
3 he was then very lately returned ſafe from vi- 

: ſiting the coaſt as far as Talmagouth, after 
ſeveral narrow eſcapes from American Priva- 
teers. In his excurſion he had the misfortune 
to lofe a little ſchooner, which he had been 
obliged to purchaſe for his conveyance from: 
one harbour to another ; which with the wages 
of an interpreter and pilot, and other diſburſe- 
ments, he eſtimates at 100 pounds. The no- 
XY titia incloſed in his letter, he ſays, will ſhew 
2 the neceſſity of viſiting the coaſt annually, but 
aſſures the Society that the ſalary is by no 
means adequate to the expence and fatigue of 
it. He had ſeveral conferences with the In- 
dians, and ſhould have baptiſed ſix of their 
children, had not a popiſh prieſt arrived from 
Se St. John's. 
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St. John's. Nevertheleſs he hopes he hath 
been inſtrumental in keeping the ſavages quiet, 


and thinks, if he were enabled to viſit them 
in a proper character, he ſhould be able to 


bring them over frem the errors of Popery, 
and make them good ſubjects. He baptiſed 
along the coaſt about 30 children, and 6 adults; 
married 2 couple ; buried 4 ; and at Talma- 
gouth had 28 communicants. 

The Rev. Mr. Ellis acquaints the Society, 


that in purſuance of their reſolution he had 


undertaken the care of Windſor, and the other 
four towns; that nothing hath been done to- 


wards repairing the church at Falmouth, and 


nothing can be expected, till peace is reſtored; 
that, as he was then come to Halifax to con- 
fer with Dr. Breynton on the ſubje& of the 
Society's reſolution, he could not tranſmit his 
notitia, but that the baptiſms and communi- 
cants had increaſed in the laſt year. 

The Society have received from Mr. Ship- 
ton the minutes of the late correſponding com- 
mittee, ' who met at Halifax on May 13, 
1777, having at that time received no account 
of their diſſolution. 

From theſe minutes it appears that the Rev. 
Mr. Eagleſon, Miſſionary in Cumberland, was 
taken priſoner by a party-of rebels in Novem- 
ber, 1776, and carried into Maſſachuſet's Bay, 


where he ſtill remains ; that his houſe and pro- 


perty were plundered, and every inſult offered 


to his perſon, in conſequence of his ſteady 


perſeverance 
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perſeverance in inculcating obedience to his 
Majeſty and his government. 2 
The minutes alſo contain a recommendation 
of Mr. Nathaniel Fiſher to the favour of the 
Society, repreſenting him as a man of learning 
and good ſenſe, of an unexceptionable cha- 
racter, and worthy of being admitted into holy 
orders, as an aſſiſtant to Mr. Wood. But as 
the circumſtances of the Society would not 
enable them to give any ſalary to ſuch an aſ- 
ſiſtant, and the Lord Biſhop of London ſigni- 
fied his intention to ordain Mr. Fiſher without 
a recommendation from the Society, it hath 
been reſolved to continue the ſalary of ten 
ounds to him as the Society's School- maſter 


at Granville. 
New England. 


Two letters have been received from the 
Rev. Dr, Byles, dated at Halifax, and inform- 
ing the Society that he ſtill officiates there as 
Chaplain to the garriſon, and endeavours to be 
as uſeful as he poſſibly can. In the courſe of 
the year he hath baptiſed 52; married 6 cou- 
ple; and buried 86. 

The Rev. Mr. Weeks, Miſſionary at Mar- 
blehead, embraceth an opportunity, by a pri- 
vate hand, of acquainting the Society, that he 


had found it neceſſary to abſtain from preach- 


ing. 
The Rev. Mr. M*Gilchriſt, Miſſionary at 
Salem, writes to the ſame effect. His letter 
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is dated March 26, 1777 : with a ſteadineſs 
ſuitable to his worthy character, he had kept 
his church open till within ſeven weeks of 
that time; in the preceding year had baptiſed 


10 infants, and at Chriſtmas had 14 commu- 


nicants. 


Two letters have reached the Society from 
the Rev. Mr. Winſlow, Miſſionary at Brain- 


tree. In the former of theſe, dated Auguſt 


1776, he ſays, that he continued to take care 
of the late Mr. Thompſon's congregations at 
Scituate and Marſhfield, till the gth ef June; 
when, after preaching to a very numerous aſ- 
ſembly, he was cited to. anſwer to a charge of 
ſowirig diſcord and diflention. He was accuſed 
of reading the prayers for the King, examined 
firſt by a committee of Safety, and then by 
the committee at Braintree, who returned him 
to the General Aſſembly as contumacious. He 
did not, however, find that any further notice 
was taken of it, and continued to officiate, as 
uſual, at Scituate. He adds, that the ſouthern 


colonies had chiefly complied with the altera- 


tions in the liturgy required by their reſpective 


rulers ; that all the churches in Connecticut 


and Rhode Iſland were ſhut up, except Trinity 
church, where the prayers. for the King are 


omitted; and that himſelf and Mr. Clarke of 


Dedham had determined to ſhut up theirs, if 


required to pray for the preſent rulers. With- 
in the laſt ix months, he had baptiſed 3 adults; 


= 


22 white children; and 1 negroe. 
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In his ſecond letter of January 1, 1777, he 
informs the Society, that no further- Notice 
had been taken of him by the General Aſſem- 
bly, and that he continued to preach and 
pray for the King every Sunday and Friday, 
notwithſtanding various threatenings thrown 
out to intimidate him, he being reſolved not 
to deſiſt till compelled by ſome authoritative 
meaſures. He ſpeaks in high terms of the 
firmneſs and zeal of the principal members 


of his flock at Braintree ; hath been obliged 


to ſhut up the churches at Scituate, Marſh- 
field, and Bridgewater ; but continues to viſit 
thoſe places occaſionally, to adminiſter bap- 
tiſm, and perform other private offices. In 


the laſt fix months he hath baptiſed 10 in- 


fants. 

By a letter from the Rev. Mr. Mansfield, 
dated December 1775, the Society learn, that 
he had been obliged to eſcape to the loyal 
town of Hempſtead from perſecution and 
death : that, as long as he could, he preached 
up peaceableneſs and quiet ſubmiſſion to the 
parent State, and had reaſon to believe, that 
his endeavours had been attended with ſome 
good effect, as out of 130 families attending 
his church, 20 only had revolted from their 
duty. The worthy Mr. Scovil, and the ve- 
nerable Mr. Beach, he ſays, have had better 
ſucceſs, as there is ſcarcely a fingle-perſon in 
their congregations, who hath not perſevered 
in his duty and loyalty. He had borne but an 
| | F equal 
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equal ſhare of abuſe and ill-treatment with 
the other clergy, till the beginning of the 
ſummer preceding the date of his letter, when 


7,500 men, raiſed by the colony for the ſer- 
vice of the Congreſs, committed great vio- 


lences at New-town and other 2 In par- 
ticular, they ſeized Mr. Beach, and others, 
urging them to ſign the aſſociation preſcribed 


by the Congreſs; but failing in this, they 
obliged them to enter into a bond, under a 


large pecuniary penalty, not to take up arms 
againſt the Congreſs, or the Colonies, nor to 
ſpeak diſreſpectfully of the Congreſs. Hav- 
ing given ſome intelligence, to Governor 
Tryon, he was himſelf obliged to fly, leaving 
behind him a wife and nine children, one of 
them an infant, four very ſmall, and four 
adults, ſlenderly provided with the means of 
ſupport. He 2 little hope of ever return- 
ing to them; but a patient reſignation to the 
diſpoſal of Providence hath afforded him ſome 
comfort under his misfortunes. 

 Aletter from the Rev. Mr. Richard Clarke, 
Miſſionary at New Milford, &c. of June 25, 
1775, defires the Society to conſent to his 
taking Danbury under his care, there being 
70 families of the eſtabliſhed church, who 
requeſt it. In New Milford there are 100 


families of the church, and 70 communicants. 


At Kent 42, and 18 communicants. At New 
Preſton 48, and 20 communicants. At New 
Fairfield 20, and 8 communicants. Sharon 

hath 
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hath left the miſſion by joining with the 
church people in the Oblong and Salſbury. 


Since June 1774, he hath baptiſed 65 infants, 


and 3 adults. | 

The Rev. Mr. Andrews, Miſſionary at 
Wallingford, acquaints the Society, that be- 
tween September 1774, and December 1775, 
he had baptiſed 66 infants and 10 adults; 


married 5 couple, and buried 15. 


New Vork. 


The Church-wardens and Veſtry of Trinity 
Church in New York, in a letter of March 
27, 1777, communicate to the Society an ac- 
count of the great loſs ſuſtained by them in 
the death of their late worthy Rector Dr. 
Auchmuty, and of their having, agreeably to 
their charter, unanumouſly choſen the Rev. 
Dr. Charles Inglis in his room. They are 
very thankful to the Society for their paternal 
attention to their church, and exprels their 
hopes that the election of Dr. Inglis will be 
approved- of by that venerable body, who 
gladly embrace this opportunity of declaring 
their high opinion of Dr. Inglis's worth, and 
the ſatisfaction they receive from his appoint- 
ment. | | 
The Society have in the courſe of the year 
been favoured with two letters from that re- 
ſpectable perſon ; in the former of which, 
dated July 24, 1777, 2 Society are n 
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of the death of Mr. Hildreth, their late 
School-maſter at New York, and of the care 
that hath been taken of the ſcholars (which 
are 86 in number) until another School-maſter 
ſhould be appointed. And upon the recom- 
mendation of Dr. Inglis, the Society have 
given that appointment, with the ſalary of 
15 J. per annum, to Mr. Amos Bull, who 
is repreſented to them as a perſon of good 
character and principles, and in all reſpects 
well qualified for the employment. The So- 
ciety have alſo beſtowed a gratuity of 10/7. 
upon the widow of the late Mr. Hildreth, 
who, from the loſſes ſuſtained by her huſband, 
from the great fire in September 1776, is left 
in low circumſtances. 

Dr. Inglis's ſecond letter contains an ac- 
count of the great loſs ſuſtained by the corpora- 
tion of Trinity church in the above dread- 
ful cataſtrophe, to the amount of 240col. 
ſterling, and of his own private loſs alſo at 
Kingſton, from whence a body of Britiſh 
troops being fired at in going up Hudfon's 
river, and thereby provoked to burn the 
town, Dr. Inglis loſt houſes to the value of 


1100 /, 


The Society have received one letter from 
the Rev. Mr. Cutting, dated January 6, 1777, 
from whence they learn, that his church at 
Hempſtead had eſcaped better than was ex- 
pected, but that he was obliged to ſhut it up 
tor three Sundays before 'the arrival of the

King's troops; and that in the foregoing year, 
he had not attended at Huntingdon, thinking 
it not adviſeable to go out of bis own pariſh. 
Since his laſt he had baptiſed one negroe child, 
and 25 whites; 5 white adults, and one ne- 
groe woman. 

The miſſion of Rye being vacated by the 
death of Mr. Avery, the Rev. Mr. Iſaac Hunt, 
who had been lately ordained by the Lord 
Biſhop of London as a Miſſionary to Trinity 
Bay, Newfoundland, was in the month of 
March 1777, appointed Miſſionary to Rye, 
with a falary of 40 J. per annum. 

Mr. Wetmore, the Society's School-maſter 
at that place, from whom three letters have 
been received in the courſe of the year, ac- 
quaints the Society, that in October 1776, he 
had 60 ſcholars ; but was then obliged to fly 
to New York, leaving his numerous family in 
the power of the rebels. From Mr. Wet- 
more's laſt letter, it appears, that he hath 
taken a ſchool on Long Iſland, and hath 50 
ſcholars. 

The Rev. Mr. Charlton, in a letter of April 
1777, acquainted the Society, that by the kind- 
neſs of a merciful God he was ſtill in the land 
of the living, after having ſuffered greatly for 
two months by conſtant alarms, fatigues, and 
ſevere colds. But the Society have ſince been 
informed, that he died ſoon after of a dyſentery, 
leaving behind him the character of a worthy 
and diligent Miſſionary. 


Three 
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Three letters have been received from the 
Rev. Dr. Seabury: the firſt of them, dated 
December 19, 1776, gives an account of the 


great diſtreſſes he had encountered, greater 


than he can deſcribe, greater, he believes, than 
he could well ſupport again. In the —_— 
year, he had been carried away by force into 
Connecticut. After his return to his miſſion, 
he continued tolerably quiet for a few weeks ; 
but after the King's troops had evacuated Boſ- 
ton, he was perpetually inſulted by the rebels, 
in their way from thence to New York. This 
laſted about a month. After the declaration 
of independency, an Edict was publiſhed at 
New York, making it death to ſupport the 
King, or any of his adherents. Upon this he 
ſhut up his church, 50 armed men being ſent 
into his neighbourhood. On the arrival of 
the Britiſh Troops at Staten Iſland, and of two 
ſhips of war in the. Sound, the coaſt was in- 
ſtantly guarded, and the friends of govern- 
ment ſeized, fo that his ſituation became very 
critical, as he was particularly obnoxious to 
the rebels. After their defeat on Long Iſland, 
a body of them fixed themſelves within two 
miles of his houſe, fo that he thought it pru- 


dent to conceal himſelf; for it appeared, he 


would otherwiſe be ſeized, frequent enquiries 


being made for him, and his houſe being exa- 


mined by the rebels. On the iſt of Sep- 
tember, it happened that they withdrew their 


guard from a neighbouring point of land on 


the 
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the coaſt, and the guard that was to replace it, 
miſtaking their route, gave him an opportunity 
of effecting his eſcape to Long Iſland. The 
rebels, on finding they had miſſed him, vented 
their rage on his church and his property, 
converting the former into an hoſpital, tearing 
off the covering and burning the pews, and 
damaging the latter to the value of 300 J. 
currency. 

He accompanied the army into Weſt Cheſ- 
ter County, and returned for one week to his 
family; but on the army quitting thoſe parts, 
he thought it prudent to retire with his family 
to New Vork. — He aſſures the Society, that 
he did not leave his miſſion, ſo long as it was 
practicable to ſtay. He adds, that Meſſrs. 
Babcock, Townſend, and Sayer, were ſeized in 
October laſt ; that Mr. Viets is a cloſe priſoner 
in Hartford goal, and 1s to be tried for his life, 
for aſſiſting ſome loyaliſts in their eſcape from 
confinement ; and that Mr. Beardſley has been 


obliged to leave his miſſion. 


In a ſecond letter, dated March 29, 1777. 


he mentions the death of Mr. Avery, whic 

he ſeems to impute to inſanity, occaſioned by 
the great loſſes he had ſuſtained ; his ſenſes 
being before much impaired by a ſtroke of the 
palſy, and the death of his wife. He likewiſe 
acquaints the Society with the death of their 
very worthy Miſſionary Mr. Babcock, who, 
after being detained in cuſtody from October 


to February, was then diſmiſſed, under a fit of 
ſickneſs, 
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ſickneſs, and ordered to remove in ten days. 


He with difficulty got home, in a raging fever, 
and died in a week's time. — He adds, that all 


the Connecticut clergy are either carried away 
or confined to their houſes, except Mr. Dib- 
blee, who is under inoculation at Sharon. 
His own miſſion is utterly ruined, as it has 
been plundered firſt by the rebels, and then by 
the royal army. - 
In his laſt letter of November 12, 1777, he 
fays, that Mr. Beach of Brunſwick and Mr. 
Beardſley had been permitted to return home 
on their parole, and that Mr. Ogden alſo was 
gone to his miſſion. He ſays, it was reported 
that the clergy in Connecticut were treated 
with leſs rigour than formerly. That, about 
a month before, he had viſited Weſt Cheſter, 
and thought of ſtaying the winter there, but 
was obliged to drop ſuch intentions on General 
Burgoyne's defeat, as the rebels upon that event 
came to that town by night, and carried off 42 
of the inhabitants. Dr. Seabury concludes with 
requeſting, that he may remove to Staten Iſland, 
if he finds it ſafer than Weſt Cheſter; and 
the Society, ſenſible of his great worth, have 
ſignified their ready compliance with his re- 
queſt, engaging fo continue the falary of 
50 J. per annum, during the preſent diſtur- 

bances. 5 1 
Two letters have been received from tlie 
Rev. Mr. Beardſley, Miſſionary at — 
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fie, New York, the one dated October 6, the 
other October 26, 1776. In the latter he 


fays, the churches in Dutches County have 


been ſhut. up ſince July; that many of the 

clergy are in exile; and that he himſelf has 

eſcaped to New York, at the hazard of all his 

why mp Having left his books behind him, 
e is not able to ſend his notitia. 

A letter from the Rev. Mr. Townſend, 
Miſſionary at Salem, New York, dated New 
York, June 1777, gives an account of his con- 
duct fince the troubles, When he firſt ſuſ- 
pected the deſigns of the Americans in 1774, 
he did all in his power to preſerve his people 
in their loyalty. In May 1776, he was called 
upon by a rebel committee to join their aſſo- 
ciation, and refuſed. Soon afterwards, on his 


refuſing to furniſh the rebels with blankets, 


his houſe was beſet, and he was ſent to the 
county Committee, who for the preſent diſ- 
miſſed him. He kept his church open three 
weeks after the declaration of independency, 
but then thought it prudent to act as all the 
other clergy (except Mr. Beach) had done. 
In October he was ſent priſoner to Fiſhkill, 
and kept all the winter on parole. His family 


were in the mean time moſt cruelly perſecuted. 
At length in March 1777, on his refuling to 


ſwear allegiance to the State of New York, he 
was ordered to remove with his family to ſome 
place in poſſeſſion of the King's troops; and 
in compliance with that order he removed to 
8. G Long 
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Long Iſland, where he teaches a ſchool for his 
ſubſiſtence. 3 

The Rev. Mr. Bloomer, Miſſionary at Ja- 
maica, in a letter of April 9, 1777, expreſſes 
his joy in having it again in his power to write 
to the Society, He had been obliged to ſhut 
up his church, for five Sundays only, before 
the arrival of the King's troops. Since his 
laſt he hath baptiſed 24 infants, and 2 adults, 
and hath 66 communicants. 


New Jerſey. 


Two letters have been received from the 
Rev. Mr. Preſton, in the former of which, 
dated January 2, 1777, he gives an account of 
the great loſſes he hath ſuſtained. The par- 
ſonage houſe is ſo far demoliſhed as to be ren- 
dered unhabitable; the fences are burnt, and 
the people fo reduced as to be unable to con- 
tribute any thing to his ſupport. He hath loſt 
part of his furniture and his books, and alſo 


the regiſter of baptiſms, &c. ſo that he can make 


no return to the Society for the two years paſt. 
In his ſecond letter, dated May 1, 1777, he 


acquaints the Society, that the King's troops 


having been ſtationed at Amboy, and the ſol- 


diers quartered in the church, there had been 


no ſervice ſince the ſecond Sunday after Chriſt- 


mas; that the country had been laid waſte all 


around them; the people of Wood-bridge 
otlized to fly, and many of their houſes burnt ; 
apd 
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and the people of Amboy alſo, (moſt of whom 
had been driven from the town) were pre- 
vented from returning ; and as the King's 
troops were then preparing to leave it, thi 
few remaining inhabitants were reſolved to 
* the place, as there would be no ſafety for 
them without a ſtrong garriſon. As he would 
be without a congregation, and in danger of 
being made a priſoner were he to ſtay, he there- 
fore propoſed joining the 26th regiment, of 
which he is chaplain. 3 

From this account it ſeems probable that 
the miſſion of Amboy and Wood- bridge is 
totally ruined. The Society have therefore 
diſcontinued Mr. Preſton's ſalary, aſſuring him, 
however, that it ſhall be renewed to him, if 
he ſhould ever be able to return again to his 
miſſion. 6 

Two letters have been received from Mr. 
Odell, the Society's Miſſionary at Burlington, 
both dated from New Vork, in the former of 
which he repeats a requeſt, (before commu- 
nicated to the Society thro' Dr. Chandler) that 
in conſideration of the very great loſſes he has 
ſuſtained, he may for the preſent, at leaſt, be 
excuſed from reimburſing the Society in the 
expences of recovering the Burlington lands. 
In his ſecond letter he acknowledges the So- 
ciety's humane compliance with his requeſt, 
and adds, that, ſince his being driven from 
home, he hath been occaſionally. employed as 
deputy-chaplain in the army ; that this hath 
| G 2 _ afforded 
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afforded him ſome relief; but ſtill his loſſes 
are very conſiderable, and without the aids 
from England, his family, conſiſting of a wife 
and three children, muſt have ſuffered ex- 
tremely. | | 

By a letter from Mr. Cooke, Miffionary at 
Shrewſbury, dated Brunſwick, May 1, 1777, 
it appears, that he had then never reached his 
miſſion, but was confined to the army. Tho' 
he had then been nine months in America ſince 
his return from England, he had not ſeen his 
family. For the laſt four months he had been 
at Brunſwick, and had officiated occaſionally 
in the church, the only one in the province, 
in which divine ſervice was then pally per- 
formed. He adds, that altho' Mr. Beach had 
from his prudent and good conduct been per- 
mitted to ſtay at home, he was not free from 
inſults ; and being nearly two miles out of the 
Britiſh lines, was 1n a ſtate of conſtant appre- 
henſion. Mr. Frazer, who was then in his 
miſſion, tho' his church was ſhut up, had be- 
haved with a prudent ſtedfaſtneſs, and ſhared 
in the calamities of his brethren. | 

The Rev. Mr. Browne, Miſſionary at New- 
ark, in a letter, dated March 27, 1777, ac- 
quaints the Society, that from the gth of Ja- 
nuary he hath been at New York, and having 
left all behind him in New Jerſey, hath en- 
countered great difficulties; but that conſider- 
ing his advanced life, his ſpirits have been 
ſupported beyond expectation; and his family,

from which he is ſeparated, have hitherto been 
fed and clothed by the bounty of the Society, 
and a donation from the fund raiſed in Eng- 
land for the American clergy. In the whole 
preceding year, he baptiſed 27 white infants ; 
1 black adult; and 2 black infants ; and ad- 
mitted 1 to communion. 

Mr. Cooke's account of the hazardous fitua- 
tion of Mr, Frazer, is confirmed by him- 
ſelf in a letter of February 15, 1777, wherein 
he ſays, that at the time of his writing that 
letter, a party of 50 men from Waſhington's 
army, ſurrounded his houſe, and fired upon 
the out ſentry of the Heſſians. Since Decem- 
ber 1775, he had baptiſed 61 infants and 2 
adults in his own miſſion; and 14 in the ad- 
jacent towns of Elizabeth Town, Shrewſbury, 
and Spotſwood, where he has occaſionally 
officiated. 

By a letter from Mr. Stuart, the Society's 
late School-maſter at Second River, dated 


March 25, 1777, it appears, that he had con- 


tinued to attend his ſchool, till laſt winter; 


but being no longer able to anſwer the expec- 
tations of the Society, he now took the firit 
opportunity he could get of acquainting them 
with his diſcontinuance of it, and of return- 
ing his very hearty thanks for all their paſt fa- 
vours. 5 

A letter from the Rev. Mr. Panton, the 
Society's late Miſſionary at Trenton, dated 


New York, September 5, 1777, acquaints 
| them 
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them with his having ſent an accurate ſtate of 
his miſſion in 1775, which never reached the 
Society. He gives a very ſatis factory account 
of his own conduct. When the public fervice 
of the church had been ſuſpended by an act of 
veſtry, he complied with the ſolicitation of 
Colonel Philips's family, (who had been ſent 
priſoner into Connecticut) by reſiding at Phi- 
lipſburg, till he had an opportunity of returning 
to Trenton, with the royal army in December 
1776. The unfortunate circumſtances, which 
ſoon after involved that place and province in 
the greateſt diſtreſs, obliged him to abandon 
it, and leave every thing behind him. And as 
there is no probability that the miſſion of Tren- 
ton will be revived, the Society have, at his 
requeſt, appointed him to the miſſion of 
Philipſburg, vacant by the death of Mr. 
Babcock. 

The Society have received two letters from 
the Rev. Mr. Ogden, Miſſionary in Suſſex 
County: the firſt dated October 25, 1776, 
and ſignifying, that in the laſt year he had bap- 
tiſed 13 white and 2 black adults; 62 white 
and 2 black children; had buried 3 corpſes ; 
and had an addition of 9 new communicants. 
The ſecond dated January 24, 1777, acquaints 
the Society, that on the 6th of the preceding 
month he had been obliged to leave his miſſion 
and family, and take refuge in New York, 
from whence he is, however, returned to his 
miſſion, .

Penſylvania. 


Two letters from Mr. Reading, and one 
from each of the following gentlemen, viz. 
Mr. Roſſe, Mr. Magaw, Mr. Barton, and the 
Society's worthy member Samuel Johnſon, 
Eſq; of York-Town, are all that have been 
received from Penſylvania in the courſe of the 

car. 

Mr. Roſſe hath baptiſed 36 perſons, one of 
whom was a man of 70, and a woman of 53 
years of age. From Mr. Reading's firſt letter, 
dated March 18, 1770, it appears, that much 
induſtry had been uſed to expoſe him to pub- 
lic reſentment, as a perſon inimical to the 
meaſures purſued againſt the parent State; that 
in the year 1775 he had baptiſed 100 infants 
and 4 adults; and that by deaths and removals 
the number of communicants were reduced to 


47. In his ſecond letter of Auguſt 25, 1776, 


he writes, that being no longer able, with 
any degree of ſafety, to uſe the liturgy in its 
preſent form, he had on the 28th of the fore- 


going month explained his ſentiments to the 


people, and ſhut up his church. 


Mr. Magaw writes from Philadelphia, that 


upon his return home he ſhall draw up a brief 
and exact ſtate of his congregations, and ſend 


it by the firſt opportunity. The worthy Mr. 


Barton, in a letter of November 25, 1776, 
apologizes for his ſilence from the ſituation of 
the times, the calamities of which are great 

5 beyond 
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beyond deſcription, and he himſelf hath had 
his ſhare of them. He hath been obliged to 
ſhut up his churches, but endeavours to- be 
beneficial to his people in a private way, by 
viſiting them from houſe to houſe, inſtructing 
their families, baptiſing and catechiſing their 
children, and comforting their ſicx. He hath 
nothing to ſubſiſt on but the gratuitous offer- 
ings of his congregation, who have been very 
kind to him. | | x. 
In a letter dated November 25, 1776, Mr. 
Johnſon writes, that he thinks it incumbent 
on him to give the Society ſome account of 
the ſtate of the church, ſince the preſent un- 
happy diſputes ;—that, in York-Town, they 
had finiſhed one of the moſt elegant churches 
in all America—that every thing promiſed 
fair—that the few debts would probably have 
been ſoon diſcharged, and an houſe and lot of 
ground purchaſed for the reſidence of a mi- 
niſter— that, when Mr. Batwell came to them, 
the Proteſtants of all denominations were much 
pleaſed with him, the Diſſenters took ſeats in 
the church, and there was a proſpect that their 
children, at leaſt, would in future be no ſmall 
addition to their congregation. But the vio- 
lence of the times hath now carried every thin 
before it, and fince April laſt, they have ha 
no church fervice at all. The ſame hath hap- 
pred at Carliſle; but the ſervice was read at 
untingdon, till near the time that indepen- 
dency was declared; ſince which no church 


{ſervice 
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ſervice hath been performed in the province, 
except at Philadelphia, where the prayers for 
his Majeſty are omitted. 

Mr. Batwell hath ſuffered ſeverely by the 
violence of parties. On the firſt attempts, he 
endeavoured to promote peace, as far as was 
conſiſtent with his ſafety ; and afterwards, 
when the minds of the people were prepared 
for a change of government, he did his utmoſt 
to oppoſe it; this drew upon him the reſent- 
ment of thoſe, who were warm for the mea- 
ſure; ſo that he was adviſed not to come to 
town, for fear of being ill- treated. However, 
he came in September laſt, (when Mr. John- 
ſon and all his friends were abſent) to ſupply 
his family with ſome neceſſaries. Upon his 
return, a number of Germans ſeized his horſe 
by the bridle, alledging it was ſtolen, (tho' 
the perſon of whom he bought it, was in 
fight, and came up, and declared that he did 
ſo) and that they would conduct him to the 
right owner, They conducted him to the 
water, which runs thro' the town, and after 
plunging him into it ſeveral times, made him 
ride in that condition, 12 miles from the town, 
before he could get dry cloaths. The people 
themſelves could not ſay that Mr. Batwell had 
done any thing to occaſion this, but that he 
was a Tory, as they call all church people, and 
every one, who is againſt the violent meaſures. 
Mr. Batwell's chief dependence now is on 
the bounty of the Society. He never got much 
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from Carliſle; and if theſe dreadful times laſt, 
there will be no certain ſupport for him, but 
his glebe, which he has done his beſt to im- 


prove. 
North Carolina. 


The Society have not received any letters, 
this year, from North Carolina, but have ve 
lately been made acquainted with the death of 
Mr. Reed, their late Miſſionary in Craven 
County. | 


Georgia. 


The Rev. Mr. Seymour informs the Society, 
that in July laſt, the ſtate of his miſſion was 
in it's uſual ſtate; that he had baptiſed 18 
children ; married 7 couple; buried 2 corpſes; 
and had 3 new communicants. 

No letter hath been received from Mr. 
Holmes, in the courſe of this or the preced- 
ing year. 


Muſquito Shore. 


One letter hath been received from the Rey. 
Mr. Stanford, dated Jamaica, October 24, 1777, 
acquainting the Society, that in the preceding 
February he left the Shore, being deputed by 
that colony, as their public Secretary, to lay 
their ſituation before the Governor of Jamaica; 
and that from him he had accepted of a ſmall liv- 
jag, on account of ill health and bad circum- 
ſtances, not having received one ſhilling from the 
people during his continuance with them, _ 

is 
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his ſalary being ſcarce ſufficient to diſcharge 
doctor's and lodging bills. He ſays, that he had 
baptiſed and inſtructed in the principles of 
religion 120 Indians and negroes; but that 
among the whites there had been neither mar- 
riages nor baptiſms; and he is fully of opinion, 
that till that place is eſtabliſhed, and protected 
as a Britiſh Colony, a clergyman cannot be 
maintained among them. 

Mr. Port acquaints the Society, that ſince 
his laſt to Auguſt 7, 1777, he hath baptiſed 8, 


and buried 12 perſons. 


Bahama Iſlands. 


From two letters of May 7, and June 2r, 
1777, received from the Rev. Mr. Hunt, it 
appears, that for the three laſt years the Ba- 
hama's have been very unhealthy ; that he 
hath ſuffered greatly himſelf, and buried many 
of his pariſhioners. His notitia ſtands thus 
Inhabitants, between 2 and 3oo families.

The Rev. Mr. Moſs, in a letter of April 
27, 1777, mentions the danger he had incurred 
by his loyalty, to which he ſteadily adheres.

Mr. Lewis gives his uſual- attendance upon 
his ſchool, and hath 31 ſcholars.

name and circumſtances, and to inſpect the 
public liſt of the names of the Miſſionaries of 
this Society, publiſhed annually with the ab- 
ſtract of their proceedings; and the Society are 
fully perſuaded it will appear, that ſuch unwor- 
thy perſon came thither without their know- 
lege; but if it ſhould happen that any ſuch 
ſhould come thither from them, they intreat 
their friends in America, in the ſacred name of 
Chriſt, to inform them, and they will put arony 


from them that wicked perſon.
